BEIRUT, Oct. 3 (OPI).—Only 
Sporadic fightiny was reported 
im Lebanon today as attention 
turned from war to international 
efforts aimed at settling the

Rightists reported renewed 
elashes in the north between 
Moslem ‘Tripoli and Christian

Drop Bid on Debt Moratorium

MANILA, Oct, 8 INYT}— 
Pirance ministers representing 
nearly 100 less developed coun- 
trles dropped all mention yester-~ 
day of a “moratorium” on their 
nations’ debts, They also agreed 
thet the industrial countries 
should give priority in their poll~ 
cies to fighting inflation rather 
then to attempting a quick re- 
turn to full employment. 

‘The stands were taken af pre~ 
luminary meetings of two key 
groups in advance of the open~ 
ing here of the annual meeting 
οἵ the International Monetary 
Fund and World Bank The 
agreed position of the finance 
ministers aOd central bankers of 
the poorer countries, whose work 
exposes them daily to realities 
fm the world of finance, con~ 
trasted with views expressed by 
foreign ministers and heads of 
state in such forums as the Unil-~ 
ed Nations. 

Yesterday's developments oc~ 
eurred in quick sequence, 

First the “Group of 24,” 2 co~ 
elition of countries from Latin 
America, Asia and Africa, met 
and issued a communiqué. Tt 
contained a list of proposals and 
demands, mainly familiar, aimed 
at increasing the flow of fi- 
nancial resources to them. 

But on the key question of 
their present debis, the ministers 
askeg no special relief. They 
urged only that those countries 
“not presently having access to 


Iprivate] capital markets" re-. 


ceive aid on easy terms from the 
industrial countries’ governments. 
They asked that the aid “be 
maintained at a level compatible 
with a reasonable rate of growth 
am such countries.” 

Rich and Poor Meet 


Next there was a meeting of 
what is, in effect, the governing 
body οἵ the Internatlonal Mone- 
tary Fund—the “Interim Commit- 
tee" of 20 finance ministers ren- 
resenting both rich and poor 
ecuntries. 

The opening paratraph of the 
committee's communique express- 
ed “concern about persistently 
nizh levels of unemployment,” but 
salt that “in present circum- 
stances the restoration of ἃ rea- 
sonable desree of price stability 
will be necessary to establish the 
basis for sustained economic 
growth and the reduction of un- 
employment.”

that “policies in the industrial 
countries at the present time 
should give priority to the reduc- 
tion of cost and price inflation.” 

This would mean less exuberant 
economic expansion in the rich 
countries.

Sweden Raises 


115 Discount Rate 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 3 (AP\.— 
In the wake of an alarming 
aecline of Sweden's foreign- 
eurrency reserves, the central 
bank decided at an emergency 
meeting tonight to raise the 
discount rate from 6 to 8 per 
cent. 

The central bank board said 
the rate change was intended to 
improve the Swedish balance of 
payments, which was reportedly 
drained by an outflow of cur- 
rency at the rate of 500 million 
kronor ($115 million) daily dur- 
ing the last. week. 

“The raising of the discount 
rate is part of our efforts to 
strengthen the Swedish krona 
after recent unrest on the 
monetary market. including spe- 
culations about ἃ forthcoming 
Swedish devaluation,” the bank 
board said in 8 statement.

A strong challenge by conserva- 
tive opposition forces led by 
Christian Democrat Helmut Kohl 
Tailed, according to computer pro- 
jections, to keep the ruling coali- 
tion of Social Democrats and 
Free Democrats from 8. 
in the Bundestag, Bonn’s lower 
house of parliament. 

The ent's once com- 
fortable 46-seat majority in 
Bonn's 496-seat Bundestag, held 
since the coalition's sweeping 
victery in 1972, appears to have 
been reduced to Jess than 10 seats. 

The combined government co- 
alition vote, based on early pro- 
jection, was 50.6 per cent. 

The conservative forces ap- 
peared to be capturing 48.5 per 
cent of the vote, up 3.6 per cent 
over ἐμεῖς 1972 showmg. 

Voter turnout was reported very 
heavy and may approach the 1972 
record when 91.2 percent of Ger- 
many’s 414 million voters went to 
the poils, 

Best Showing Since 1957 

It was the conservatives’ strong- 
est showing since 1957 when, un- 
der the late Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer, they gained their only 
absolute majority since the Fed- 
eral Republic of Germany was 
formed in 1949,

Resignation Urged in Angry Reaction 


Ford Reprimands Butz for Slur on Blacks 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 3 (THT). 
—tIn a rare public upbraiding of 
a Cabinet official, President Ford 
summoned Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz to the White House 
Friday and gave him a “severe 
reprimand” for making racial 
remarks that were “highly of- 
fensiye,” a Whiie House spokes- 
man said. 

In an interview. Mr. Butz used 
obscene and scatological terms to 
say that the reason the Republi- 
ean party could not attract black 
voters was that blacks were in- 
terested only in physical grati- 
fication at a basic level: good 
sexual sensations, comfort im the 
toilet and a pair of “loose shoes.” 

-The origin of the quotes was 
an artlele in the most recent 
issue of Rolling Stone magazine, 
but the anthor. John Dean 3d, 
the Watergate figure and former 
assistant to the president m the 


administration of Richard Nixon, 
did not name Mr, Butz. Instead. 
he attributed the quotes to an 
unnamed Cabinet official, but the 
magazine New Times named Mr. 
Butz. 

Mr. Butz reportedly made the 
remarks to Dean during a flight 
to California following the Re 
publican National Convention in 
Kansas City in Ausust. The 
New Times article said that 
actor-singer Pat Boone, who was 
also on the flight, had confirmed 
the quotes. 

“The President toid the secre- 
tary the remarks were highly 
Offensive to him and to the 
American people.” according to a 
statement issued by the White 
House on Friday. It continued: 

“The President was informed 
of Secretary Butz's comments 
late Thursday evening. Secretary 
Butz was summoned te a meet 


ing with the President in the 
Oval Office this morning. The 
President informed the secretary 
that such language and attitudes 
were not acceptable from a mem- 
ber of his administration.” 

Angry critics in both major 
political parties called yesterday 
for the resignation or firing of 
Mr. Butz. They used such words 
as “poisonous,” “revolting and 
“stupid” to describe his remarks 
about blacks. 

The sttacks mounted despite 
Mr. Butc's spearance on radio 
and television to make what he 
termed a “complete apology.” 

Democratic presidential nom- 
inee Jimmy Carter termed the 
Butz remarks “disgraceful” and 
said. “He should have been fired 
long agG." Later, at a meeting in 
Chevr Chase, Md. with represen- 
tatives of black-owned miediz.

Confusion Continues to Grow 
Over Inquiry Involving Ford 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 3 tIHT!. 
—Contlusion continued to mount 
this weekend over whether Presi- 
dent Ford was involved in the 
misuse of campaign funds from 
1964 to 1974. 

The New York Times reported 
from Washington yesterday that 
the FBI has begun preparing 2 
final report of its field investiga- 
tion of an allegation of campaign 
financing irregularities and has

charges. The Times article, by 
Nicholas M. Horrock. quoted 
informed government sources. 

According to these sources, The 
Times said, the FBI has checked 
all leads “logically dictated” as 
necessary to thoroughly investi- 
gate the allegation, and in the 
next several days will finish its 
report. 

Deputy Attorney General Har-

Unesco Policies 


PARIS, Oct. 3 (UOPI'.—An in- 
ternational symposium protesting 
Unesco’s anti-Israel resolutions 
yesterday created a committee to 
try to halt the “politicization” of 
United Nations specialized agen- 
cies. 

The decision was Made by 160 
delegates from 25 countries who 
attended the second annual meet- 
ing sponsored by the privately 
financed French Committee for 
the Universality of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization. 

The participants passed a mo- 
tion approving the creation of a 
permanent watchdog group on 
Unesco activities,

No Difference 


Physiologically, they found. 
there is no difference between a 
so-called clitorical orgasm and 3 
vaginal orgasm. However, Miss 
Hite's research showed that many 
women still believe that they 
should be able to reach orgasm 
Solely through vaginal stimula- 
tion, that this type of orgasm is 
somehow better, more “mature” 
and “proper.” 

Although 82 per cent of the 
women surveyed said they mas- 
turbate and 95 per cent of those 
were sble to reach orgasm 
through masturbation, which 
nearly always involves direct 
stimulation of the clitoris, many 
indicated that they were reluc- 
tant to ask thelr partners to 
stimulate them manually and 
few were willing to stimulate

Congress and the Presidency 


Harry S Truman, in his day, applied the 
term “do-nofhing Congress” to a legislature 
dominated by Republicans. Gerald Ford is 
reversing that position by presenting him- 
Self as a President who prevented a Demo- 
cratic Congress from doing too much. This 
4s a situation which must baffie the citizens 
Of parliamentary regimes; in Western Eu- 
rope, only France has a presidential system, 
and that ls teo new. the parties eomprising 
16 still too sketchliy defined. for such a con- 
frontation to have wholly emerged. But the 
problem of the relationship between the man 
in the Oval Office and the legislators on 
Capitol Hillis an old one for the United 
States, 

Yet it can still present a poweful political 
isaue in a campaign. ‘And the current aspect 
of it has certain special features which make 
% pertinent to the November election. 

One 1s Mr. Ford's own position—unique in 
American political history. There have been 
many vice-presidents before this who have 
succeeded to the presidency on the death 
of the first executive. But there has never 
been one who entered the White House on 
the resignation, mder fire. of the president 
~-who had appointed Ford to replace a vice- 
president who also resigned, after convietion 
om felony charges. It was no easy iask to 
assume the formal leadership in Washington 
under such circumstances, and even Ford's 
long membership in the House ef Represen- 
tatives could not enable him te assume that 
leadership on the same basis as an elected 
partner ef an elected top team. 


The other is the fact that Mr. Ford took 
office, not only af a time of political con- 
fusion but at a moment of acute economic 
stagflation. Giyen Mr. Ford's conservative 
predilection to fight inflation, rather than 
Tecession, he did not want much from Gon- 
gress in the way of positive efforts to stim- 
ulate the economy—quite the contrary. The 
Democrats, and many of the Republicans, m 
Congress wanted action, by the federal gov- 
emment: President Ford wanted action by 
the private sector. So, from his stand- 
point, the stalemate in the #th Congress. 
which has just adjaurned to go home and 
fight its own electoral battles. was a victory. 

Will the country consider it 8. national 
victory? Not too lang ago Mr. Ford could 
have made out a better case than today, 
when the economic recevery is slowing down, 
and there are still too many unemployed. 
too many relics of the recession, to make it 
easy to fight proposals for federal action of 
the kind that Jimmy Carter is dangling be- 
fore the voters, But there is also a distrust 
of Washington, which extends to Capitol 
Hill, where there have been scandals as well 
as Uttle really effective, positive leadership. 

Se, while the campaign seems to center 
just now on what Carter said to Playboy 
magazine, and what Agriculture Secretary 
Butz said to John Dean, the question of what 
the next president and Congress will do, 
whether they will work together or at odds, 
cannot be dismissed. Its role in the voters’ 
ehoices may be disputable, but its role after 
the election will be of first importance, 


For Portugal’s Recovery 


Prime Minister Mario Soares has finally 
launched ἃ serley of programs easential for 
an economic turnsaroumd im Portugal but 
politically difficult for a Socialist—and 
minority--gevernment to undertake. The 
measures are designed to break up Com- 
munist domination of the single national 
trade gnion federation, to restare worker 
discipline te the sheps and factories, and te 
return Illegally aconmpied farms to their 
owners. 

Communists and forces even further left 
predictably screamed foul; but the actions 
were long overdue in a countzy wracked by 
heavy unemployment, raging infiation and 
sagging industrial and agricultural produc- 
tion. If promptly endorsed by the National 
Assembly when it reconmvenes iater this 
month, the measures will provide badly 
needed credibility for the government when 
it seeks massive help from international 
lending institutions to ease a balanee-of- 
payments deficit estimated at $1.5 billion 
tor 1976. 

“Never in history has a so-called Socialist 
Cabinet liquidated so many basic gains of 
the labor movement in one blow,” declared 


a far-left Lisbon daily. But one of the gov-— 


ernment's actions will go far to restore trade 
union democracy. It revokes a 1975 decree, 
always opposed by non-Communist unionists. 
that recognized the Red-dominated Inter- 
sindical as the only national union federa- 
tion.

Climate’s History 


What exactly is going on? 

From the 1890s to the mid- 
1940s the global air temperature 
increased by about 0.5 degree 
centigrade. But since the mid- 
1940s the tensperature has fallen 
by around 0.3 degree centigrade. 
The earth hes cooled, and the 
probability is that it is still cool- 


ing. 

The effects of this cooling are 
quite dramatic. The world’s snow 
and ice cover have increased by 
at least 10 to 15 per cent. The 
monsoon in Asia has become more 
irregular. The Sahel has sutier- 
ed the longest drought in living 
memory, And in Western Eu- 
rope this summer 2 number of 
eceuntries have experienced the 
worst drought for hundreds ef 


years. 

Climatologists differ about the 
cruses of this cooing trend but 
all agree that it has triggered 
a major change in the pattern 
of atmospheric circulation, The 
lower edge of the circumpolar 
vortex (the great cap of high- 
altitude winds revolving about the 
North Pole) has in recent years 
stayed farther south than usual 
during the summer. 

One effect of this is to slow 
the weather systems moving east- 
ward over Europe, thus enabling 
persistent anti-cyclones to become 
established. and with the depres- 
sions being pushed southward, 
rainfall over the Mediterranean 
and Middle East has mereased. 
Most seriqus of all, the tropical 
circulation belt has been squeezed 
toward the equator. so that the 
monsoon rains do not extend 50 
far to the north, 


Uneren Change 

These changes have riot pro- 
ceeded uniformly, but rather in 
fits and starts. So the two good 
years of monsoon in India should 
be interpreted as a lucky break 
in a deteriorating situation. Mrs. 
Gandhi is unlikely to find the 
gods on her side in the next five 
Fears. 

None of us. however, should be 
surprised that the weather is 
changing. The first and most 
important lesson of the historical 
record is that there 15 no such 
thing as a climatic “normal.” We 
lave in fact many historice! 
examples of chanelng climate 
that profoundly affected the aze 
fa which they occurred: the seven 
barren years of the 1690s. which 
are said to have so weakened 
Scotland that 1ν submitted to 
union with England and Wales, 
cz the deciine of the Todus, Hit- 
tite and Mycensean empires, all 
ef which, according to Bryn 
Mawr erchacologist Rhys Carpen- 
tor, Fell because of global cool-'ng 
leading to Grought. Most inter- 
esting and relevant of all is the 
record of the Mili Creek. people 
who around AD 1200 occupied a 
region near the present corn beit 
ef the United States.

‘Oil Games’ Will Test the Power of West to Meet an Embargo 


By Edward Cowan 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (N¥T!. 
—Simulating an oil embargo like 
the one that grew out of the 
1973 Arab-Israeli war, 19 indus- 
trial countries plan this week 
to test mew arrangements for 
sharing oil in an emergency. 

In what Washington insists is 
eoincidence, the test will begin 
almost on the third anniversary 
af that war, 

More than 30 of companies 
will be asked what oil they can 
divert to supposedly oi)-short 
countries, but no ships will ac- 
tually be rerouted, 

“Dont use the word ‘war 
games,” but it's probably the most 
descriptive word,” seid a planner 
with one of the U.S. companies. 

The test. to be directed from 
the Internationa! Energy Agency 
im Paris, will start tomorrow 
and run six or eight weeks. The 
agency was created after the 
1973 war and ἃ resulting five- 
month embargo by most Arab oil 
states on shipments to the United 
States and the Netherlands. 

The 1973 war broke out on 
Oct. 6, which was also the Jewish 
high holy day of atonement, 
Yom Kippur. This year, Yom 
Kippur is tomorrow. 

U.S, officials, nervous lest the 
timing be seen as nose-thumbing 
at the Arabs, insist it is coinci-

Among the 19 International

The companies would ad- 
vise as to possible shortages of 
specific petroleum products in 
particular markets. taking mto 
account stocks on hand and at 


sea. 
Ultimately, companies would 
advise Paris how much of they 


could divert to short markets 
end how soon. 

Among other things, the exer- 
cise will test whether the com- 
panies have standardized the 
wey they keep their data and 
their ability to send it by wire 
directiy {nto a central coruputer 
that will aggregate it. 

Officials said the test cannot 
fully prove the readiness of the 
system, for two reasons, First, 
with rerouting of ships entirely 
a fiction, “you can’t actually tell 
Ἡ they coukd do what they say 
they. could do,” an official ex- 
plained. 

Second, without a rea] political

‘The value ef sales for the first half of 1976 was £50m ahead 
of that for the same period In 1975, while the unaudited pre- 
tax profits for the half-year were up by 13.5% from £14.1m in 
1975 to £16m in 1976. 

The Company's United Kingdom operations maintained their 
Satisfactory progress through the first half-year, in spite of the 
effect on their margins of higher commodity prices and of the 
depreciation of sterling. 

The most significant improvement in earings is from 
Europe. This is mainly due to the continuing success of the 
German business and to the measures being taken toreorganise 
our operations in Southem Eurape which are not yet complete. 

North American results were disappointing in spite of sales 
being well up under competitive conditions. The profit contri- 
bution from the United States company was more than offset by 
the serious joss made by the Canadian confectionery business, 
the management of which has now been strengthened.

Pharaoh had been in low spirits 
ever since arriving in Paris. “Here 
I am, an old man in a damp 
town, fluvg around in a erate like 
@ shipment of cauliflower.” he 
mused as he looked up at the 
reporters, who looked down at 
him with curiosity and distaste. 
He knew all thelr questions. 

‘They always asked how it felt 
to be the oldest dead man in 
the world. They would wonder if 
he had any tips for other dead 
People who wanted to stay in 
eirculation for 3,200 years.
